EARLY ENOUGH 


Dry Creek Also May 
Be Drained By The 
;r Authorities 


Tkt m m d day of the malaria con- 
trol campaign, led by CoL William D. 
Wrightaon, civil engineer for the fed­ 
eral government in North Alabama, in 
the Twin Cities, began at 8:30 sharp 
this morning, when Colonel Wrightson 
-Mt-tfc» county health unit for West 
Albany and West Decatur, where he 
will continue his survey for draining a 
large area near Ninth avenue, west, 
where the floods that come do not 
run away fast enough to the Tennes­ 
see river. The water Is inclined to 
stand in large sheets on this area, fur­ 
nishing breeding places jfor the “an- 
opleles," the deadly mal 
rying mosquitoes. . 
Asked this morning 
against the malaria moi 
gun early enough this s 
Wrightson said: “Yes, 
have seen very little to indicate-that 
the anopleles have begun to ^reed.” 
When the sheets of water near Ninth 
avenue are removed, or rather when 
his survey for that work is com­ 
pleted, Colonel Wrightson plans to 
tackle “Dry Creek.” 
“That ditch,” said Colonel W right­ 
aon, “is the greatest producer of ma­ 
laria mosquitoes in the Twin Cities. It 
is about four miles long and it has a 
thousand and one kinks and twists and 
turns. It is in these turns that the 
pools of still water stand and furnish 
homes for the mosquitoes. 
“The many turns of Dry Crek, re­ 
duce the velocity of the stream very 
materially. If we can straighten the 
creek it will be much shorter and 
flow very much more rapidly.” 
Colonel Wrightson said the stream 
at present was a liability and a men­ 
ace to the citizens, but if it were prop­ 
erly cared for it would be an asset 
and a thing of beauty. He said it was 
fed by clear springs. 
It is known that Colonel Wrightson 
made one preliminary survey of Dry 
Creek, last year, and at that time the 
County agreed to help the cities ditch 
it. 
This morning Chief of Police Riggs- 
$ te of Decatur and a number of men 
are to meet Colonel Wrightson at the 
boundary line between the .two cities, 
where the large “sheet of water” pre­ 
viously ^ mentioned, 
“congregates” 
after every big rain. These men are 
to assist the engineer in finding how 
far* toward the river the pond in ques­ 
tion will have to be ditched. Colonel 
Wrightson said he believed a ditch a 
Quactftr pi a mile long .would have ti> 
be dug, out beyond the car tracks 
toward the river. He said there was 
now a culvert under the ear track 
near the pond that was supposed to 
drain it, but that the culvert was only 
18 inches below the surface of the 
earth and should he three feet and. a 
half below the surface. 
Colonel Wrightson said that a kind 
of ditch led to the culvert, from the 
“pond” area, but that it was hot drain­ 
ing properly and that the culvert itself 
was about stopped up. 
When the work is completed to r 
draining the Ninth street “pond” It 
is the intention of Colonel Wrightson 
to take up the Dry Creek project and j i 
complete it this week, he stated this) 
morning. 
A god deal of drainage is needed 
in Soiith Albany and out toward Fair- 
view, Colonel Wrightson stated. 
» 
Lauderdale County and Florence 
was the scene of Colonel Wrightson’s 
activities last Week.
